Hon. W. D. Hoard, Oovernor of Wisconsin: 

In compliance with the provisions of law, I herewith sub- 
mit to you the third biennial report of this department. 
The law does not prescribe any particular form of report, 
or direct, as to the matter to be presented. The Railroad 
Commissioner is authorized to prepare such blank reports 
as he shall deem proper, and send out to the railroad com- 
panies doing business in this state, presenting to them such 
questions as in his opinion are of importance to the people, 
which questions the said companies are required to answer, 
and return to the commissioner at such times as he may 
require. Such blank forms have been prepared by this 
department, containing questions of leading importance 
upon the transportation of freights and passengers by rail 
Conforming to most of the commissions of the United 
States, the railroad year, for which the statistics are gath- 
ered, is made to end June 30, of each year. This report 
will present the business of the railroads of Wisconsin, as 
reported by the companies, for the years ending June 30th, 
1887 and 1888. It is impossible in the space allowed by law 
to present the full text of the companies reporting, but care 
has been taken in the manner of printing to preserve as 
much as possible the form of their reports, and without 
eliminating any of the facts and figures. In addition to 
this, such tabulations have been made as will clearly set 
forth in a condensed form, the more interesting and import- 
ant summing up of the extensive and growing business of 
the railroads lying within our borders, and doing the car" 
rying business of our state, 
b— R. R. 
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With so large a proportion of the orignal text of the 
reports of the companies, and with the large amount of 
condensed fact, given in the tabulations drawn from the 
reports, it will be unnecessary for me to greatly extend this 
report, either by extended remarks or aggregations of 
figures. It may not, however, be out of place to give here 
some of the leading features which a reiteration of the 
figures would show, when briefly grouped, and to offer such 
thought and suggestion, in the interest and best service of 
this department, as the judgment and experience of the two 
years of work and study here has suggested to me. 

There has not been any extended movement in the matter 
of railroad construction in Wisconsin during the years 1887 
and 1888. The roads built within that time have really 
partaken more of extensions of old lines than of new and 
original organizations; and, yet, the end they serve is quite 
as important as though they were entirely new projects. 
They are largely pointing toward the great forests and 
mines of our northern border, or opening up a highway of 
steel, upon which to transport the products of the prairies 
of Minnesota and Dakota from the Mississippi to the 
'' Soo ", and from the ** Soo '' to the sea. December 31, 1886, 
there was in Wisconsin, of completed railroad, 4,778 24-100 
miles. On December 31, 1887, there was 5,116 44-100 miles, 
an increase of 338 20-100 miles. Of this increase, 125 85-100 
miles is to be credited to the Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault 
Ste. Marie Railway company through the unbroken forest 
of the north; and of 83 64-100 miles built by the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & Saint Paul Railway company, pushing its 
way to the waters of " Superior ", our own great northern 
sea. 

The Chicago, Madison & Northern Railroad Company 
built during the year 1887, 60.29 miles of road, connecting 
the city of Madison with the great Illinois Central System, 
at Freeport, Illinois, thus giving the ** Capital City" an- 
other connection with Chicago, and through this means 
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forming an unbroken line of transit and communication 
from the "City of the Lakes" to the " City of the Gulf/ 
and blending the pure airs of the North with the aromas of 
the orange groves and the scented flowers of the sunny 
South. In 1888 it built 30.82 miles, connecting the city of 
Dodgaville with the line built in 1887. There was also built 
in the year 1888 48.48 miles of road, by the Milwaukee, 
Lake Shore & Western Railway Company; 6 miles by the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railway Company between Ge- 
neva Lake and Williams Bay, and 5.04 miles by the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company between Alva and 
Withe e and between Lapham Junction and Jeda. 

In the matter of projected lines there is less to note tha n 
during former years. The Wisconsin Midland Railroad 
Company has made a preliminary survey of its line, and as 
I understand, has surveyed and located its line from Fond 
du Lac to Madison, a distance of 69.2 miles, through one 
the oldest and best farming sections of the state. The build, 
ing of this line would greatly benefit the people residing 
along the comtemplated route, and would, with proper 
running connections, be a great saving of time in mak. 
ing the journey between all of that country lying 
along the valley of the Fox and the Capital City, 
It is understood that meetings have been held in the 
cities and towns along the proposed line, resulting in en. 
couragement for local aid to quite an extent. Surveys have 
also been made north of Fond du Lac, along the valley of 
the lower Fox to Green Bay, and from thence 
partial surveys extending up into, and through, the great 
forest belts between Grean Bay and Lake Superior. The 
building of this line excites favorable comment, and creates 
a hope that a portion of it at least, will be constructed with- 
in a few years. This idea gains force, from the fact tha^ 
within the past few weeks the report has gained currency 
that the Illinois Central Company has como into possession 
of the franchise, which if true, will assure its being built. 
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and a highway of steel will unite the peoples, and bear the 
products of the antipodes of north and south, between 
Lake Superior and Lake Pontchartrian. 

In all probability the Chicago & Northwestern Railway 
Company will, in the near future, extend its line from 
Princeton to Necedah, which will materially shorten its 
mileage from Milwaukee to Saint Paul and Minneapolis, 
giving to the Fox river valley country, a sho'rter route to 
those important cities just beyond our western border, and 
to the " great west '' lying beyond and stretching away 
toward, and to, the Pacific slope, as well as affording a 
quicker and surer transit of the small fruits of that region 
called the valley of the Fox, where the small fruit industry 
is increasing with great rapidity, and promising to become 
within a few years a leading and profitable industry to the 
people. With this completed, and with the extension of 
the line of the Chicago, Milwaukee & Saint Paul Railway 
from the city of Berlin on the Fox to some point on the 
Wisconsin Valley Division, above Stevens Point, and a 
further continuance from the end of its present line in the 
Minoquan forest, to the shores of Superior, and with the 
Milwaukee & Northern Railroad pushing its line until it, 
too, touches the same great northern waters, a way will 
be opened between the northern and southern boundaries 
of our state, which will afford an interchange of the com- 
modities and products of the two regions, to the mutual 
benefit and profit of both, and giving so much of competition 
that reasonable and fair rates must ever be the result. 
That this is no idle dream finds suflScient proof in the 
rapidity of railroad construction in that direction, since 
1887, when the scream of the locomotive first awoke the 
slumbering echoes of the gray old forest between '* Winne- 
bago rapids " and the Bay of Chequamegon. 

The cost of the railroads of the state of Wisconsin, as re- 
ported to this department June 30, 1888, was $208,867,606.27, 
and upon an estimated mileage of 5,203.80 would make an 
average cost of $40,137.52 per mile. The following table 
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will give the cost of the roads and their costs per mile, for 
the years ending June 30, 1886 and 1888:

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It must not for a moment be understood that this exhibit 
gives accurately the cost of the roads of the state. In the 
earlier days of railroad building in the state, the materials 
that went into the roads cost very much more than to-day, 
and the primitive methods of construction made it more te- 
dious, imperfect, and expensive. Besides this, the stock 
and bonds, not being in demand, were hawked in the mar- 
kets, and sold at ruinous rates, while many were squan- 
dered outright, among the manipulators and jobbers. 

Roads are not thus built to-day in Wisconsin. The most 
of them are built with cash, and the managements have 
great care over expenditures, and the cost of a road, 
built and equipped to-day, can become known, with as 
much of accuracy and certainty, as can any other great 
building enterprise. 

EARNINGS. 

The earnings of the railroads of Wisconsin for the year 
ending June 30, 1888, were as follows: On passengers, 
$6,266,259.35; on freight, $17,165,959.24; on mails, express, etc., 
$1,459,400.47, and total earnings, $24,891,619.06. The operat- 
ing expenses for the same period of time were $16,632,125.34, 
and the excess of earnings over operating expenses were 
$8,260,493.72. The following table will show earnings, ex- 
penses, and the excess of earnings over operating expenses, 
covering the years from 1882 to 1888, inclusive, for the rail- 
road year ending June 30. This will undoubtedly be an in- 
teresting collection of figures for those interested in rail- 
road matters:

PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 

The number of passengers carried during the year was 
6,779,931, and the number carried one mile, 248,846,797, and 
the average rate per passenger per mile has been 2 518-1000 
cents. 

THE FREIGHT TRAFFIC 

of Wisconsin, for the year ending June 30, 1888, is as 
follows: 

Number of tons carried, - . . . . 11,697,417 

Number tons carried one mile, . . . . 1,781,268,267 

And the rate per ton per mile was .96 and 37-100 of one cent 
per mile on an average of all freights carried. 

This is not the rate upon the local freights of the state, 
but is the average of all freight carried, including all 
classes, and through freight, which, from the nature of the 
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case, mutst be low, owing to our peculiar situation in regard 
to water transportation, and to the competition of shorter 
lines and of parallel lines passing entirely through our 
state. In the matter of local freight rates, greater men- 
tion will be made further on in this report. 

PASSENGER AND FREIGHT EARNINGS PER MILE.

This is not a complete record of the train mileage, as 
some of the smaller companies report that they kept no record 
of the mileage movements of their trains, as is also the case 
with their passenger mileage and their freight tonnage. 
Care will be taken in the future to see that these matters 
are made a matter of record, and that proper returns there- 
of are made to this office, to the end that the whole facts of 
railroad operations in the state may be collected and 
preserved in an enduring form. 
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TAXES OR LICENSE FEES. 

In the last report of my predecessor, under the heading 
of " License Fees ", he makes this statement: ** The amount 
of license fees received from railroad companies is con- 
stantly increasing, and may within a very few years be 
expected to reach a million dollars." It was scarcely 
believed at that writing that just one year later the prediction 
would be more than verified. The license fees collected 
from the railroads of Wisconsin earnings for the year 
ending December 31, 1887, were $1,028,991.21, nearly $29,000 
more than the most sanguine hope of the past commis- 
sioner. That this sima will increase, with prosperous 
business for the railroads, stimulated and builded up by good 
crops and good business produced thereby, until within a 
few years, the receipts from this one source alone will be 
ample to pay the entire expenses of the state government, 
requires no stretch of the imagination. This great sum is 
collected so quietly, Tind with so little of machinery

processes, that there is little wonder that so many of our 
people should not be aware of this ingathering of the 
financial ** sinews of war " into our State Treasury. 

I would here restate and reiterate what my predecessor 
said, in his last report, in regard to the defects in the law 
governing the reports of the companies, as a matter prece- 
dent, to the issuing the license under which the companies 
operate their roads. He said: " The law under which this 
enormous amount of money is collected, is open to many 
objections on account of the ease with which its terms can 
be evaded. The number of miles to be counted in fixing 
the class to which a road belongs, ought to be definitely 
stated in applying for a licensey and ought to be the basis 
for the next succeeding year. The superior facilities 
afforded the railroad commissioner to learn the facts con- 
nected with matters of this character ought to be sufficient 
reason why the treasurer should be requested to secure his 
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approval before issuing a license. At present the matter ia 
wholly In the hands of the treasurer, and as the companies 
are requested to report to the two officers on the same date, 
a license may be issued before the commissioner has time 
to make his report to the treasurer." This thought cannot 
be emphasized too forcibly. And in addition to this the^ 
legislature ought without delay to distinctly specify what 
shall constitute road, which may be counted in making up 
its mileage. It is unreasonable to allow railroad compa- 
nies to count, as so much road, short spurs and sidings, 
built to mills, manufacturing establishments, mines and 
quarries, and which are only operated as sidings for gath- 
ering up freight, — have no schedule time for their opera- 
tion, and which are built in the most flimsy and temporary 
manner. That such pieces of track should be counted as 
mileage, and a sufficient amount of it be grouped together 
to change the class, and thus defraud the state treasury, is 
clearly unreasonable, and manifestly unjust. It would 
seem impossible that such should be the intention of the 
legislature. But whatever the intention may be, should be 
so clearly defined that neither the commissioner, or the 
treasurer need to invoke the decision of the courts in deter^ 
mining the fact 

TAXES. 

The law in regard to the taxing the railroad companies, 
or, in other words, in regard to licensing the operation of 
their lines, and of the license fees to be paid therefor, are 
of so much importance and so little understood, that ne 
apology is needed for inserting here the different sections 
of the revised statutes pertaining thereto. 

TAXATION OF RAILROAD COMPANIES. 

Section 1211. Every railroad company, and every person operating a 
railroad in this state, except railroads operated by horse power, shall, on or 
before the tenth day of February in each year, make and return to the state- 
treasurer, in such form and upon such blanks as shall be furnished by him^

a true statement of the gross earnings of their respective roads for the pre- 
ceding calendar year, of the number of miles of road operated by each 
such company or person, and the gross earnings per mile per annum dur- 
ing such year, which statement shall be verified by the oath of the secre- 
tary and treasurer of such companies, or of the person so operating such 
railroad. 

9 Wis., 431; 11 Wis., 3o; 15 Wis., 454; 16 Wis., 1. 

Section 1312. Each such railroad company and each person so opera- 
ting any railroad shall, on returning such statement, apply for a license to 
operate the railroad mentioned in such statement, and shall pay the license 
fee therefor provided in the next section; and thereupon shall receive from 
the state treasurer a license to operate such railroad for the calendar year 
commencing on the first day of January preceding, and terminating on 
the next succeeding thirty-first day of December, unless sooner revoked. 

Section 1213. The annual license fees for the operation of such railroads 
shall be as follows: 

1. Four per centum of the gross earnings of all railroads except those 
operated on pile and pontoon, or pontoon bridges, whose gross earnings 
equal or exceed three thousand dollars per mUe per annum of operated 
railroad. 

2. Five dollars per mile of operated railroad of all railroads whose gross 
earnings exceed one thousand five hundred dollars per mile per annum, 
and are less than three thousand dollars per mile per annum of operated 
road, and in addition two per centum of their gross earnings in excess of 
fifteen hundred dollars per mile per annum. 

3. Five dollars per mile of operated road by all companies whose gross 
earnings are less than fifteen hundred dollars per mile per annum. 

4. Two per centum of the gross earnings of all railroads which are ope- 
rated upon pile or pontoon, or pontoon bridges, which gross earnings shall 
be returned as to such parts thereof as are within the state. 

One-half of such license fee shall be paid at the time the license so issues, 
and one-half on or before the tenth day of August in each year. 

FORFEITURE FOR NEGLECT TO OBTAIN LICENSE AND PAY FEE. 

Section 1214. If any such railroad company, or person operating any 
auch railroad in this state, shall neglect to obtain such license, or pay the 
license fee therefor, or any part thereof, as hereinbefore provided, such 
company or person shall absolutely forfeit to the state the sum of ten thou- 
sand dollars, to be recovered in an action brought in the name of the state; 
and such neglect shall also be a cause of forfeiture of all the rights, privi- 
leges and franchises, whether granted by special charter or obtained under 
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general laws by or under which any such railroad is operated. And the 
attorney-general, upon such neglect, shall collect by action the pecuniary 
forfeiture herein imposed, and also proceed to have forfeiture of such 
rights, privileges and franchises duly declared. Any such company or per- 
son, at any time before the final judgment of forfeiture of such rights, 
privileges and franchises is rendered, may be permitted to make the return 
and pay the license fee herein provided for, upon special application to the 
court in which the action to declare such forfeiture is pending, upon such 
terms as the court shall direct. 

The following are the sections of the revised statutes 
which enable the railroad commissioner to obtain the same 
essential features in regard to the finances and earnings of 
the railroad companies in the state of Wisconsin, that he 
may report the same to the state treasurer: 

Section 1795. The railroad commissioner shall, on or before the tenth 
day of February in each year, ascertain and return to the state treasurer 
the following: 

1. The actual cost of each railroad in this state up to and including the 
thirty -first day of the next preceding December; and if such railroads shall 
be partly in and partly out of this state, then the actual cost of so much 
thereof as is in this state. 

2. The total gross receipts resulting from the operation of every such rail- 
road during the next preceding year, ending on the thirty -first day of De- 
cember, or of that part of the same which is in this state. 

3. The total net earnings resulting from the operation of any such rail- 
road during the next preceding year, ending on the thirty-first day of De- 
cember, or of that part of the same which is in this state. 

4. The total interest bearing indebtedness of the corporation owning or 
operating such railroad, and the amount of interest paid by such corporar 
tion during the next preceding year, ending on the thirty-first day of De- 
cember; and if any part of such indebtedness has been incurred in conse- 
quence of the construction, maintenance, repair, renewal or operation of 
any part of such railroad which is not in this state, or for equipment of 
such part, such railroad commissioner shall ascertain and determine, in 
such manner as he shall think just and equitable, how much of its in- 
debtedness is justly chargeable to that part of said railroad that is in this 
state, and how much interest shall have been paid by such corporation, 
during such year ending on the thirty-first day of the next preceding De- 
ember, on that part of such indebtedness which is justly chargeable to 
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that part of said railroad that is in this state. The president or managing 
officer of every railroad corporation, and every other person operating any 
railroad in this state, shall annually, in the month of January, make such 
reports and returns to such commissioner, verified by the oath of such of- 
ficer or person as shall afford the information aforesaid, and as he shall 
require, and at other times prescribed by him, such other reports and re- 
turns, verified as aforesaid, concerning such railroads, their business affairs 
jLnd management, as he shall require; and for such purpose he may pre- 
scribe blank forms, which sliall be provided by the secretary of state. 
Every railroad corporation, company or person operating a railroad, who 
shall fail to make any such report within the time prescribed therefor, 
shall forfeit one hundred dollars for each and every day tlie same shall be 
delayed. 

If the law should be so amended, that the state treasurer 
should not issue his license to any company to operate its 
line until the figures of its gross earnings — its gross earn- 
ings per mile of road actually operated could be verified by 
the report of the railroad commissioner — or that the license 
should be signed by both the state treasurer and the rail- 
road commissioner, it would insure more timely and care- 
fully prepared returns, and the more just returns of taxes 
into the state treasury. Something should be done in this 
direction.

SLEEPING CAR COMPANIES. 

Attention is againcalled to the fact that under the construc- 
tion given to the law by the companies themselves, and under 
the ruling of the supreme court, the sleeping car companies 
doing business in this state only pay four per cent, upon 
that part of their gross eanings coming from passengers 
"who get on to the the cars within this state, and get off in 
the state; and nothing oi the earnings received from pas- 
sengers who take the cars in another state and get off in 
this state, or who take the cars in this state and get off in 
another state. In other words, there is nothing collected in 
this state from inter-state passenger earnings. It would 
seem that such ought not to be the intention of the law. If

it is not, the legislature ought, by enactment, to so clearly 
define the intent that there would not be a chance for doubt. 
And so, in regard to the duty and the power of the commis- 
sioner in the matter of preparing blanks for the reports of 
said companies, and the obligation of the companies to fill 
up the blanks as directed, and return to the commissioner. 

EXPRESS COMPANIES. 

A very large and profitable business in the way of trans- 
porting commodities is carried on by the express companies 
within this state, and there seems no good reason and no 
valid argument why they should not pay a license fee to 
the state as well as other systems of transportation, that all 
may bear an equal part in the support and maintenance of 
the state government. 

ACCIDENTS. 

A table is here appended showing the accidents of 1887 
and 1888 in the state of Wisconsin. Wisconsin has been 
for many years almost without a parallel in the death 
record of its railroad passengers, but the record, as shown 
by the table, was sadly broken in the fearful disaster at 
RiOy in which seventeen passengers lost their lives by a 
misturned switch, and the destruction of the coaches which 
followed:

The other casualties, are perhaps, not numerous when 
the extra hazardous nature of railroad business is con- 
sidered. It will be noticed that in 1888 there were but two 
passengers killed by causes beyond their own control, while 
six were killed by their own misconduct, or want of cau- 
tion. Ninteen passengers were injured by causes unavoid- 
able, and twenty-three where want of caution was the 
cause. The accidents to employes are sixty -three killed, 
and five hundred and thirty-seven injured, making a total 
of five hundred of killed and injured employes in the rail- 
road service. Many of these injuries are of a slight char- 
acter, but far too many, for comfort of thought, are maimed 
wrecks, unfitted for the battle of life, and who come to be 
pensioners upon the communities where they reside, the 
railroad companies, or public charity. A goodly propor- 
tion of this numbar of casualties, both of the killed and in- 
jured, are occasioned by the work of 
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COUPLING CARS. 

Many philanthropic and humanitarian writers have been 
loud in their denunciations of the *^ deadly link and pin/' 
until a public sentiment is fast crystalizing into a demand 
for some system of automatic coupling, which, it is hoped, 
will largely lessen coupling accidents, and largely decrease 
the fast increasing army of maimed and battered railroad 
men. No coupler has yet been found of universal adapta- 
tion, and perfect in its automatic workings. From such 
inquiries as this department has made, and from such ex- 
aminations and experiments as have come under observa- 
tion, the conclusion is that the Janney coupler is coming to 
be accepted as one of the standard couplers, and that it, or 
something as -good, ought to be applied to all new freight 
cars, and to old ones, as fast as the means of the companies 
and circumstances will permit. 

Inasmuch as the matter of car coupling and the heating 
of passenger cars by steam or some other system other 
than by stoves, is now attracting a good deal of attention 
among railroad men, car builders and inventors, and in the 
public press, and inasmuch as these are important questions, 
involving life and property, it has been deemed expedient 
that facts should be gathered in regard to the course being 
pursued by the railroad companies doing business in this 
state, in regard to these important matters. Replies to 
questions touching upon these subjects that have been 
received, are here given, and will give a showing of what 
is being done in Wisconsin, in regard to progressive safety 
devices and the '* march of ideas". From the indications 
of the present time it would seem the companies doing 
business in this state are, as a general thing, fully alive to 
the advanced ideas upon these most important improve- 
ments, and are preparing for the emergencies of the 
demands of the public, and that they will, as rapidly aa 
systems are improved and perfected, put them into opera- 
c~R. R. 
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4ion, without the imposition of obligation upon them in the 
form of law. There is a possibility that improvem3nts in 
these matters might dsvelop so rapidly that it would be 
better to place the control of these matters in the hands of 
the railroad comniissioner, that they be put into operation 
in such manner and at such times as he shall determine. 
This is offered more as a suggestion than as a matured plan 
*or a recommendation. The correspondence received is as 
follows:

-couplers for freight cars, and I have concluded to send you a copy of a let- 
»ter written by me, in reply to a circular received from the railroad com- 
mission of Minnesota, relating to the sam3 subject, which I enclosb. 

In regard to the matter of heating cars by steam, will say that this com- 
: pany, for the past two years, has been making experiments with dry steam 
. eind hot water, using the MaElroy, Mir tin, New York Safety Car Heating 
Company, and other devices, but up to the pre3ent tima I cannot say that 
the tests have been satisfactory. "We are now using our own system 
Tvhich is dry sceam direct from the engine, passing through a Baker 
Heater, the heater being used as an auxiliary, should it be required, which 
'we think much better than any ether device that we have tried, although 
not perfect by any means. We are making improvements and hope to 
succeed, and are now only waiting for cold weather with the intention of 
giving it a thorough test. We are running trains heated by steam as follows: 
Two trains, Chicago to Freeport; two trains, Chicagojto Ishpeming, and 
in a few days two trains will be put on to run between Chicago and Council 
^Bluffs, making the total number of cars heated by steam 48.

Dear Sir : In reply to your circular letter of November 28th asking my 
opinion upon certain matters in connection with the supposed necessity for 
some legislation, on the part of the state of Minnesota, in the direction of 
automatic or safety couplers for freight cars: 

I beg to say, that I can much better answer the inquiry of th 3 commis- 
sion, by replying thereto in a general way without contining myself to a 
reply to each of the questions presented. 

If I were to reply to each question as scheduled, a considerable amount 
of repetition, in argument, would be necessary. 

The question of securing an automatic coupler for freight cars has, for a 
long time, been the subject of earnest investigation, and numerous tests 
and experiments on the part of railway officials and private corporations 
organized for the purpose of car construction, or for the construction of 
some particular style or patent of coupler. 

It is sufficient, I believe, for the purpose of this communication, and to 
show to the commission the progress that has been made, to cite no cases 
of test or investigation by any particular railroad company or other corpo- 
ration, but to refer only to the work that has been done in this dkection by 
the Master Car Builders' association. 

This association, as you are undoubtedly aware, includes as members al- 
most all railroad companies in the United States and Canada, the respect- 
ive companies being represented in that association by their respective 
heads of car department. 

The meetings of this association, and the work imposed upon its numer- 
ous committees, brings together, for discussion and improvement, the best 
mechanical minds in the country, in the direction of car construction and 
repairs. 

The work of this association is to formulate rules governing the inter- 
change of equipment between connecting lines, and to determine upon the 
best possible standards in construction and maintenance of car equipment; 
and after having so determined, to stamp the standards so adopted, with 
the official sanction of the association, to the end that better equipment 
can be secured, uniformity in parts, and other* minor advantages which it 
is not necessary for me to mention at the present writing. 

This association has been engaged for some two or three years in an 
earnest endeavor, by a series of tests and the results of experience of in- 
dividual members, to secure for freight equipm«^nt an automatic coupler 
that would possess the features of an automatic action, combined with 
simplicity and durability. 
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At the last annual meeting held, IT^elieve in June this year, the associa- 
tion finally determined to adopt an automatic coupler of the " Janney " type, 
and adopted standard contour lines for the same. 

The only question that has noti yet been 'fully determined is that of the 
length of the bar, which is now in the hands of a special committee ap- 
pointed for that purpose. 

I have outlined the work performed by the association so fully, and per- 
haps have stated only what is already known to the commission, for the 
reason that the work performed by the Master Gar 'Builders' association, 
IB only the work of the various railroad companies of the country per- 
formed through the association. 

This entire matter stands to-day very near to completion of all prelim- 
inary work, and we are as good as ready to commence the actual applica- 
tion of an automatic bar to equipment. 

The Chicago & Northwestern Railway Company has added over four 
thousand cars to its equipment this year, and would have applied an auto- 
matic coupler to the whole or at least a very large part]of the equipment, 
if the matter of a standard had been as fully determined upon then as it is 
now. As it was our contracts for construction contained a reservation in 
that respect and the manufacturers were very much inconvenienced on ac- 
count of our holding off as long as we did before allowing them to proceed 
with the work. 

In the ordinary course of business our equipment passes over numerous 
lines of railway and it is of the utmost importance that all railway com- 
panies should adopt a coupler of the same type and of the same construc- 
tion, so that the necessary repairs can be made to our equipment when 
sway from our line without delaying the cars to obtain necessary material. 
Uniformity is especially desirable. 

If railroad companies were to put into use on the cars of their respective 
companies a number of different types of coupler with which trainmen of 
foreign lines would be unfamiliar, and which foreign car inspectors could 
not easily repair, I think that the commission can readily see that not only 
would a very difficult state of affairs be inaugurated in the way of repairs, 
but the danger of trainmen would be thereby materially increased by the 
necessity of men having to deal with a number of coupling devices with 
which they would be more or less unfamiliar. 

It must be fully apparent to the commission that it will, of necessity, 
take a considerable amount of time in which to apply an automatic coupler 
to an equipment of over 25,( 00 cars, as is owned by this company. 

At an estimated cost of $25.00 per car, it would cost this company $625,- 
000 to equip its freight cars with an automatic coupler. This expense is 
too great tobe incurred^within the space of a few years, and the change 
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must be a gradual one progressing as the finances will allow, if the best 
interests of the public and of the company are to be considered, for very few 
companies could stand such a financial strain and at the same maintain 
its service and facilities for the public what they should be. 

It is my firm belief that no action can be taken by any State Legislature 
in the direction of the enactment of any law requiring railway companies 
to adopt the automatic coupler for freight equipment, or any particular 
safety device for coupling cars, without bringing the railway companies 
of that particular state into a much worse predicament and without com- 
plicating matters in the extreme. 

The statistics of the lines with which I have been connected will show a 
general average of, from thirty to thirty-five per cent, foreign cars in 
daily service. 

These cars belong mainly to railway companies owning and operating 
lines of road outside of the state of Minnesota and over which the laws of 
Minnesota could exercise no control. 

It must be fully apparent to the commission what serious disturbances 
and difficiilties would ensue, if the railways of Minnesota were prohibited 
from hauling such cars, and what loss would be thrust upon them by forc- 
ing through business to lines outside of the state. 

As the application of an automatic coupler to all cars at one and the same 
time is a physical impossibility, it is obvious that an automatic coupler that 
will not couple with the ordinary link and pin coupler is impractiable. 

The essential features of an automatic coupler are: 

Ist. It should be entirely automatic in action. 

2nd. It should be so constructed that there would be no necessity for a 
man to enter between the cars, to couple or uncouple. 

8rd. It should be simple in construction, with as few parts as possible. 

4th. It should be durable and of sufficient strength in the matter of ma- 
terial to stay the severe service it has to perform. 

5th. Its cost should be within a reasonable limit. 

I would prefer not to place myself on record as criticizing any of the 
automatic couplers now in the market. 

In closing let me say that this question upon which the commission have 
kindly asked my views, is now well under way in the best and most satis- 
factory manner. Legislation in that direction on the part of one state can 
only tend to render its progress more difficult; and if the same action 
should be taken by adjoining states, with the very possible variation in the 
requirements of each the difficulty will be extreme. This matter is now so 
far advanced that it can safely be left to the voluntary action of the rail- 
road companies. 
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As evidence let me say, that the four cjar companies, PuUman, Penin- 
sular, Wells, and French & Terre Haute, who have done work for this 
company, this year, have applied, during the present season, automatic 

couplers to 2,536 cars.

Dear Sir: Replying to your inquiry, I beg to say that this company has 
fitted up a passenger train with steam-heating apparatus, and we expect to 
test the same within a few days. Should the test prove satisfactory, we 
shall equip aU our passenger train cars as rapidly as possible. 

We have not, as yet, made any plans for a change in the manner of 
lighting our cars, believing that our present system is as safe as any other 
practicable plan that has been proposed. 

We have already equipped u number of freight cars with an automatic 
coupler, which, however, has not proven as satisfactory as we had hoped. 
We are just arranging to test another coupler, which, we hope, will give 
better results. 

We have also had a few freight cars equipped with the Westinghouse Auto- 
matic air brake, and would be glad to gradually ."equip all of our freight 
cars with this appliance, if all of the roads with which we interchange cars

Dear Sir: In reply to yours in regard to steam heating of cars, I would 
say that this company has been running a suburban train in and out of St. 
♦ Paul with steam heating apparatus, which has worked fairly satisfactory 
on short trains. We have also been investigating different devices for the 
past year, but have not yet become satisfied as to the reliability of any de- 
vice as applied to any length of train in this extremely cold climate. This 
winter, so far, has not been a good one for a test. It is clearly evident that 
it would be unsafe to take the heating apparatus out of the cars and de- 
pend entirely upon heat from the engine in our climate, as disability of the? 
engine would leave the passengers without fi.re. Whatever device is 
adopted and proves successful in heating the train from the engine would 
have to be supplemented by stoves in the cars which could be used in case» 
of emergency.

Dear Sir: With reference to information asked for by you concerning^ 
steam heating, the adoption of a uniform coupler and the use of electric 
light ^f or lighting trains.^ 

This company has the steam heat in operation on all of the trains run- 
ning between Chicago and Minneaiwlis. We are, however, receiving daily 
reports stating that it was found necessary to light fires in the stoves in the 
different cars on account of the failure of the steam to operate properly in 
the car. This may be obviated by future improvements, but if we receive- 
complaints with our present mild weather, it is diflicult to say what will 
be the condition of affairs when we have severe cold weather. 

As to electric lighting, we have fifteen cars e^iuipped for the electric 
light and running on trains between Chicago and Minneapolis. The light- 
ing by electricity is extremely expensive and will cost over 80c. per car per 
hour. The orainary oil lights cost about 6c. per car per hour, while the 
Frost carburetter system costs about 3c. per car per hour, as we are reliably 
informed. As to the amount of illumination, the claim is made by the 
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Frost system that they furnish as many candle power for 3c. per hour as is 
obtained from electric lights at a cost of over 30c. per hour. The experi- 
ence of other roads in the use of electric light is that they are frequently 
without the light and have to rely on the oil lights to see them through. 
Notwithstanding the introduction of the electric light, the danger from 
fire is not entirely removed, for the reason that the frequent failure of the 
electric apparatus renders it necessary to keep the lamps filled and ready 
for use at all times — hence in the event of a derailment or other accident, 
the oil would be spilled and the wood work become saturated, and in this 
way result in as much damage by fire as if the oil lights were in use, as the 
concussion consequent upon derailment or other accident, invariably 
extinguishes the oil lamp and there is therefore no greater danger in the 
use of the oil light than in the electric light. 

As to the use of automatic or safety couplers, it is a difficult matter to 
specify what should be used. The Master Car Builders^ association has 
recommended the Janney type of coupler. This road and a number of 
others are preparing to use them to an extent that will test them practi- 
cally. There is, however, a difficulty in connection with this type of 
coupler which is not met in the old link and pin draw bar, and that is that 
the wear to which they are subjected in service has a tendency to destroy 
the efficiency of the catches which secure them, and there is a likelihood 
that the gradual depreciation of the condition of the couplers will render 
the breakage of trains in two, and consequent loss of life more frequent. 
There is a large number of automatic couplers of different construction 
which are more dangerous to couple together than th.e ordinary link draw 
bar, which is another complicating feature. The principal points which 
cause hesitation in deciding upon the adoption of automatic couplers 
are : 

1. The apparent greater tendency to breakage as compared with the 
ordinary draw bar . 

2. The wear of the catches in most of the automatic couplers renders 
them inefficient, and increases the liability of trains breaking in two. 

8. The difficulty with most of the couplers in making a coupling with 
the ordinary draw bar. 
The essential features or action of an automatic or safety coupler are: 

A. The couplings should be of such a kind as to couple on any condition 
of curve or grade. 

B. Limited variations in the heights of cars should not interfere with its 

efficiency. 

C. The couplings should be so arranged that no matter in what position the 

coupling parts are on the car, the man making the coupling can so arrange 
the parts of the_other car that it will couple automatically. 
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D. The character of the fastenings and catches should be such that the 
ordinary wear of the parts in service will not effect the safety of the fasten- 
ing. Yours truly,

COMPLAINTS. 

The complaints that have come into this office during 
the past two years have been very much of the same char- 
acter as those presented to my predecessor. Very few of 
them have been in regard to overcharges, extortions or dis- 
criminations. More have been for damages for loss of stock, 
for neglect to open highways, for repairs of farm crossings, 
the restoration of some physical conditions, and for damages 
occasioned by fires set by engines, than from matters 
arising out of the transportation question. It is a question 
as to how much power the commissioner has in the exami- 
nation and the determination of such questions. It would 
be better if this power of the commissioner was prescribed 
and defined. Experience in regard to complaints of the 
character named has furnished abundant proof that the 
commissioner, as an arbitrator and an adjusting officer, and 
as a peace medium between the complaining parties and 
the railroad companies, has been entirely satisfactory, 
as amicable adjustment has almost universally fol- 
lowed * his official interference. He has never hesi- 
tated to undertake a settlement where complaint has 
been made, though there was no real warrant of power, or 
beaten path of formulated action laid down in the law. Much 
good might result, were this warrant of power given and 
the manner of action defined and made plain. It is proper 
to state, in this connection, that in a great many 
of the cases where differences have arisen, which 
have culminated in complaint, that the matters in 
dispute had never come to the ear or the attention of the 
general officers or of the managements, and that, when 
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it has been presented to them and explained, an under 
standing has been arrived at, and settlement made at once. 

The most important case, that has been before the com- 
missioner, and the one involving perhaps, more of what 
might be termed intricate points, was the complaint of 
tbe Chamber of Commerce, of the city of Milwaukee, 
against the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway com- 
pany, and the Chicago & Northwestern Railway company. 
Written arguments, by the complainants and respondents, 
were filed in this department, which would be interesting 
in this report, were they not too voluminous to find a place 
here. It was claimed by the respondents that the law of 
Wisconsin gave to the commissioner no power or jurisdic- 
tion in the case. The commissioner, assuming that he had, 
.fixed the time for hearing the case for April 18, 1888, at the 
oflBce of the secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, in the 
city of Milwaukee. Arguments in the case were made in 
behalf of the complainants, by Messrs. Charles A. Chapin, 
F. H. Madgeburg, and E. R Bacon, and for the respondents, 
by W. C. Goudy and J. F. Tucker. 

These arguments were reported at length, and are now 
on file in this office. My finding in this case was made June 
13, 1888, and printed copies of the same were mailed to the 
complainants and the respondents. . The following is a copy 
of the finding mentioned: 

RAILROAD DEPARTMENT, MADISON, WIS. 

In the matter of the complaint of the Chamber of Commerce of tJie City of 
Milwaukee vs. the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Co and the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railway Co., Respondents, 

FINDING OF THE COMMISSIONER. 

The complaint of the Chamber of Commerce [against the railway com- 
panies above mentioned, and dated at Milwaukee, February 18, 1888, was 
filed in the office of the railroad commissioner of the state of Wisconsin^ 
on the 24th day of February, 1888. 
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The complaint charges that by virtue of the orders issued by the respond- 
ent companies to their agents forbidding them to receive shipments of bulk 
grain at their stations, and consigned to Milwaukee (unless the same was 
billed for elevator delivery, for unloading), while at the same time the said 
companies did permit their agents to receive bulk grain billed to Chicago, 
for delivery to teams on track, and did, haul on their cars grain billed to 
Chicago, and for track delivery from their cars such grain, when at the 
same time they denied to the dealers in Milwaukee like privileges from 
such stations. And that such action on the part of the respondent com- 
panies was an act of discrimination by said companies, against the shippers 
and dealers of Milwaukee, and in favor of the shippers and dealers of Chi- 
cago. And the complainants ask of the railroad commissioner such relief 
as the case demands, and as is contemplated in the law in such cases. 

Both of the respondent companies made and filed a written answer to 
the complaint. The answers are in all the material and essential points 
very similar. BDtVi of the companies acknowledge, that they did issue 
through their freight departments orders to their agents forbidding them 
to receive for shipment to Milwaukee bulk grain, unless the same was billed 
for elevator delivery. The copies of the said orders are given with the date 
and number of the same. They also acknowledge, that no such restrictions 
were placed upon shipments made to Chicago, except in the case of the 
Chicago & Northwestern railway company. That company did issue an 
order of the same character, in the matter of shipments made to Chicago 
on the t7th day of October, 1887, and rescinded the same on the 31st day 
of October, 1887, for the reason, that the occasion for the order no longer 
existed. 

While conceding the charge made by the complainants so far as for a 
time, receiving and shipping grain to Chicago billed for track delivery — 
and at the same time refusing to receive and ship bulk wheat — (except for 
certain grades, and certain kinds), to Milwaukee unless the same was con- 
signed for elevator delivery — they aver and insist, that in doing this, there 
was in no sense a discrimination against the shippers of the city of Milwau- 
kee. They claim that they were compelled to issue the order complained 
of because of the great number of cars that were standing unloaded upon 
their team delivery tracks which amounted to a blockade, and prevented 
them from doing the business. That the shippers did not unload the cars 
promptly, when they were placed on the team delivery tracks for unload- 
ing. That this delay on the part of the shippers was largely the cause of the 
blockade upon the team tracks, and as a consequence was to a great extent 
the cause that made the order complained of a necessity. That the large 
volume of business that was being done at that time could have been han- 
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died with comparative ease had the Milwaukee shippers been as prompt in 
the matter of unloading, as were the shippers at Chicago. 

That they were willing to place the cars upon the track for delivery, if 
they could be unloaded in a reasonable time, and that they so expressed 
themselves to the Milwaukee shippers. But that this was not done, and 
that in order that they might have their cars with which to conduct the 
business, which was pressing upon them, they issued the order mentioned 
in this complaint. That the facts as above stated constituted a good and 
valid reason for the course pursued by them. That the same was a neces- 
«ity; to enable them to do the business offered, and that their action was 
not, under the circumstances, a discrimination in any sense. That the sit- 
uation and the circumstances of the case were entirely different in the two 
•cities. 

This is a fair statement of the points at issue, as set forth in the com- 
plaint, and in the answers thereto, as made by the respondent companies. 

The case was set for hearing on the 18th day of April, 1888, in the office 
of the secretary of the chamber of commerce, of the city of Milwaukee. 
At 2 o'clock of that day the case was called, and all parties interested were 
represented. 

There was no testimony offered by either party. The fact that the 
■•^ Orders" complained of were admitted by the respondents seemed to 
make testimony unnecessary. Arguments were made in support of the 
fact that the ** Orders " were a discrimination against Milwaukee by Charles 
A. Chapin, president of the chamber of commerce, Mr. F. H. Madgeburg 
and Mr. E. P. Bacon, and were responded to on the part of the respondent 
companies by W. C. Groudy, the general counsel of the Chicago & North- 
western Railway Company, and by J. F. Tucker, the assistant general 
manager of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company. The 
arguments were largely reiterations of the charges made in the complaint, 
and of the filed answers thereto made by the respondent companies mak- 
ing the charges, and the answers thereto more specific, by elaboration and 
detail. 

In the discussion, it was found that, with both of the companies, the 
objectionable orders had been rescinded, and that there was no existing 
case of discrimination at this time, and no restrictions as to the shipment 
of bulk grain billed for track delivery at Milwaukee. 

There being no existing case of discrimination, the commissioner con- 
cludes, after mature deliberation, that it would be extra judicial and extra 
official for him to express any opinion in this case, the occasion for it hav- 
ing passed away with the rescinding of the orders complained of. 

The commissioner therefore chooses to hold in reserve, his opinion as to 
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what would constitute a case of discrimination until such time as a live 
case shall be presented for his consideration. While it may seem to be 
traveling a little out of the record, the commissioner is willing to fore- 
shadow what his action would be with a clearly established case of dis- 
crimination before him, by saying that should there at any time in the fu- 
ture come before him a case where a live case of discrimination shall be es- 
tablished, he would use the utmost of his endeavors to facilitate a just and 
harmonious adjustment of the case, and failing in this, would do all in his- 
power to bring the matter to a speedy judicial determination, to the end 
that the law should be vindicated, and justice be done. 

The course adopted by all of my predecessors, of trying to settle all com- 
plaints brought before this department without recourse to the courts, has 
been amply vindicated by the good results which has followed, in securing 
to the people of Wisconsin as good rates as in any part of the west, and an 
immunity from a hostility of feelings which has characterized some of the 
states, ending in bitter feuds, and in ve^tious and expensive litigation. 
The wisdom of this course having been made so apparent by the ex- 
perience of the past, I have adopted the same course in my administra- 
tion of the affairs of this office and with the most uniformly good results. 
Experience has clearly demonstrated that the best results have been ob- 
tained wiere the commissioner has acted more as the adjuster, than as the 
JUDGE, and that a conciliatory course has produced the most kindly busi- 
ness relations between the carriers and traders, in the promotion of har- 
mony and good will. If at any time it shall come tD be apparent that jus- 
tice can be better promoted by followiug a more rigid course, and better 
results be secured to the whole people, then the commissioner will cheer- 
fully and without hesitation adopt and follow such a course as experience 
and wisdom shall dictate. 

The second charge in the complaint is as follows: ''That said railway 
companies have also refused [to grant to shippers from Milwaukee such 
facilities for transporting grain for eastward shipment by cars, as 
would place them upon an equality with shippers from Chicago." The 
commissioner fails to find this charge sustained. The companies claim 
(and the claim is undisputed), that they do not transfer and unload cars 
at Chicago; that they (the respondent companies) do the switching in Chi- 
cago, and deliver the loaded car to the line of the company which is to 
transport the grain to the eastern market, and that the eastern line does 
the transferring from the cars of the respondent companies into the cars 
of the eastern lines at their own expense. That the respondent companies 
have no interest whatever in the transfer or unloading of the grain into 
the cars of the eastern lines; that they are in no way responsible for the 
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same, and bear no part of the expense. And that it is no fault of theirs 
that the eastern lines are not prepared to receive and unload the grain from 

the cars of the respondent companies in the city of Milwaukee. And that 

» 

t'ley would be glad to deliver the grain in the same manner in Milwaukee 
if the eastern lines were prepared to so receive it. 

No evidence having been presented to disprove this statement of the 
respondent companies, the commissioner must hold that the statement is 
. true, and that there is no discrimination. 

The case, summed up, stands thus: In the first charge the offending 
^* Orders " have been rescinded, and there is no existing case before the 
Commissioner, and he holds his opinion in reserve until some existing or 
live case shall be presented. 

And that in regard to the second charge, the commissioner does not find 

that there has been upon the part of the respondent companies any acts of 

discrimination.

CONDITION AND MANAGEMENT. 

The condition of the roads in this state is, upon the 
whole, good. During the past few years a great deal of 
care has been bestowed upon the improvement of the track 
— upon its drainage in low and marshy places where drain- 
age could be had, and where that was impossible, it has 
been filledy and thus lifted out of the mud and water, and 
thus drained, making a compact and solid road-bed, and 
not in danger of being affected by continuous wet weather, 
or of the melting snows and the freezing and thawing of 
the spring time. Each succeeding year finds large amounts 
of the old iron, which was used in the earlier years, re- 
moved to short spur lines, used mostly for transporting 
lumber or raw material to, and manufactured commodities 
from, manufacturing establishments, or i't is used in side 
tracks; and this old iron is replaced by steel. This contin- 
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u*ed for a very few years more, at the same rate of the past 
few years, and the iron rail will have become a thing of the 
past, and our great highways of commerce and travel will 
be continuous lines of steel. The Green Bay, Winona and 
St. Paul Railroad, which a few years ago was a matter of 
comment by travelers, and which was at one time the mat- 
ter of comment in the reports from this department, has, 
under the able and careful management of General Man- 
ager Garvin Campbell, been greatly improved in its condi- 
tion, and though a long line, built through much of poor and 
unproductive country, he has so well managed it, that the 
road has been put into fair condition, and enough has been 
earned to pay the operating expenses and taxes, and to 
nearly pay the accrued interest upon the bonded debt. A 
few years more of such skill and economy in operating, and 
that road would stand upon its feet, and take its place 
among the paying roads of the state. The improved con- 
dition of the lines of the state, and with that condition con- 
stantly improving, is a sufficient testimony of the wise and 
economical management of those in control. 

That the people of the state, who are interested in rail- 
road matters, and who are disposed to study them in their 
commercial relations with the people, and to know them 
from an economic and financial stand-poinfc, I have, with a 
good deal of pains-taking care, prepared a table, showing 
** Gross Earnings," " Operating Expenses," *' Taxes " (or 
License Fees), " Interest Accrued on Bonded Debt," and 
*' Dividends " declared on capital stock — where dividends 
have been declared; together with the percentage of these 
expenses to earnings, upon each of the roads operated, and 
the average percentage of the whole. To the student of 
railroad economics this will be an instructive ** object les- 
son, 7 and a profitable study. 

There was earned, during the year ending December 31, 
1887, in the state of Wisconsin, the sum of twenty-six mil- 
lion two hundred and thirty-seven thousand eight hundred 
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and sixty-two dollars and ninety cents. Of this sum 
sixteen million two hundred and ninety-nine thousand one 
hundred and sixty-nine dollars and ninety cents was paid 
ont tor operation — the larger part of which was paid to 
laboring men, and which has gone to build up and bless the 
thousands of homes, for whom these sturdy men of the rail 
provide. One million and twenty-eight thousand nine hun- 
dred and ninety-one dollars and twenty-one cents goes into 
our state treasury — and this amount, too, is paid out to our 
own people, making in the entire amount the sum of 
$17,328,161.11 paid to labor in the state of Wisconsin from 
this one source alone, making better and purer and nobler 
its homes and filling them and the hearts of their inmates 
with comfort and joy and cheer. The following is the table 
referred to: 
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RATES. 

As before stated, there is not in this oflBce any available 
information relative to the rate per ton per mile upon the 
freights carried upon the distance tariffs, and entirely 
within this state. As before mentioned, the rate per ton 
per mile, covering the entire freight traffic — through as 
well as local — is not in any sense a measure of the rate as 
measured by the distance tariffs. From the best informa- 
tion that I have been able to gain, from eighty to ninety 
per cent, of the Wisconsin freight tonnage is through 
tonnage, and carried at through and inter-state rates. 

These rates are, I believe, reasonable and fair, in the 
opinion of shippers and business men. If there are 
rates that are considered high, it must be upon this from 10 
to 20 per cent, of the business. This 10 to 20 per cent, of 
the business is again reduced by the business done on 
" commodity " and " terminal-point " rates; leaving a small 
and unknown percentage to be carried upon the ** distance 
tariff " rates. 

While this is entirely true, it is also true that, in a careful 
examination of the distance tariffs of this state, and a com- 
parison of them with other states, I have found that, while 
they in some respects compare more than favorably with 
the " distance tariffs ^' of some of the other states, that in 
other instances ours suffer in the comparison. I am not 
unmindful of the fact that it is argued, and is true, that the 
less volume carried would largely account for the difference. 
Still it has seemed to me that in the interest of uniformity 
and of harmony and entire good will, it would be better 
if the companies doing business in this state should 
change the rates upon their ^'distance tariffs" con 
forming them more nearly to some of the other states,^ 
notwithstanding the much larger volume of business done 
in them. Believing this as I did, and for the reasons 
Btated, I urged my views upon the attention of some of the 
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larger companies of the state over a year ago, continuing it 
from time to time as opportunity offered. After repeated 
conferences upon this matter, some of the companies did 
come to the conclusion to make such changes, and gave 
directions to their freight departments to carefully revise 
their distance tariffs in the direction of my suggestions and 
have them in force as early as possible, that I could note 
the same in my report. 

The matter was delayed, as such matters oftentimes are, 
until a few days ago when I called upon them for the re- 
vised schedules, and found that they were not completed. 
As I was anxious to complete my report I urged immediate 
action to enable me to say to the people of the state what 
changes, if any, of this character, had been made. A meet- 
ing of the freight men was called at once for the purpose of* 
adjusting the matter in the direction intimated by me, and 
in the direction of uniformity with other states. The gen- 
eral features having been outlined for some time the 
changes concluded upon were soon made, and within a few 
days will be in print. It is to be hoped that the changes 
made will be of that character that will be entirely satis- 
factory to all local shippers who were affected by the former 
distance tariffs, and that to all parties concerned they will 
commend themselves as fair, reasonable and just. It is 
also gratifying to know that whatever the change is, it has 
come through reason: — and not forj3: — and comes as a new 
proof; that mannerly methods in ai attempt to secure re- 
sults that are desirable; are better than methods of conten- 
tion, and when secured there is left none of the spirit and 
rancor of hate, with no bitterness to allay or wounds to 
heal. 

THE INTER-STATE COMMERCE LAW. 

The inter-state commerce law of congress has been in 
operation less than two years, and may be said to be yet 
upon trial before the American people. There is not an 
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agreement as yet, among the people as to its real merits. 
By some it is considered as the ''open sesame'* to the set- 
tlement of an intricate and vexed problem, while others, 
honest and intelligent business men hold it to be the bane 
of all railroad development and business enterprises. That 
the law is perfect and without need of amendment cannot 
be said. The longer it remains upon the statute book, and 
the more familiar men become with its operations, the more 
will both its good and bad qualities become apparent, 
and through experience defects will become remedied, and 
the scope of its usefulness be enlarged. The main reliance 
of its friends is in the claim that it embodies the true princi- 
ple of freight rates, though instances of transportation rates 
may be found; where its full operation must be suspended. 
As a whole the results seem rather in its favor. Experi- 
ence alone; can determine the bounds of its success, and the 
remedies for its defects. 

LEGISLATION. 

Further than upon those matters heretofore suggested; 
there is but little to suggest ; as but little is needed. It was 
Wisconsin that in the years ago, settled the question of state 
control over the corporations to whom she had conferred the 
favor of holding and operating valuable franchises, and en- 
joying valuable privileges. For a time the corporations re- 
sisted with all the power they could command, what they 
held to be encroachments, upon their *' vested rights;'' 
but in time, the highest judicial tribunal of the land, 
"confirmed'' the right of power, of the people through 
their legislature, to control the children of their own crea- 
tion. The corporations themselves, have come to the con- 
clusion that this power when wisely, and justly, exercised 
is to the interest of the whole. But this warrant of power, 
is based upon the principles of justice; and means protec- 
tion and not destruction, of rights. If, railroad companies 
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are infringing upon the rights and the interests of a 
people; if they are, exortionate, unreasonable or discrimina- 
tive in their rates, and because of their supposed power, 
they treat their customers and supporters, in an arrogant 
and contemptuous manner: — the people, through their legis- 
lators, should lose no time, in putting them under such con- 
trol, as will quickly and certainly insure their rights, 
through the weaponry of just, wholesome, and well matured, 
and clearly defined laws. Beyond this, the corporations 
owning and operating the great transportation lines, should 
be left entirely alone, to perform their business, in their 
own way. Any attempt further than that, is an attempt to 
subvert^ and not to protect, rights. The definitions of power 
should be clear and plain: — and limited to defense and pro- 
tection: — and for the accomplishment of these, its powers 
should be ample and in well prescribed form. The thought 
of all restrictive laws, should be to secure justice, not to 
work tyranny; to elevate the standard of right, not to wreak 
revenge. The law should be a giant in repose — with 
strength and will — for an emergency, but held in abeyance 
until the emergency comes. 

If there is any one fault in the law, as it is at present, 
it is in not defining in specific phrase; the powers and 
duties of the commissioner, and in not stating in plain 
terms, the effect and enforcement of his findings and decis- 
ions. Whatever is the intention of the law in regard to 
the scope of his investigations, and the effect of his opin- 
ions and decisions it would be better were the limits so 
marked as would put them beyond dispute or cavil. The 
less of arbitrary power the better, if there is only enough 
t o secure rights, when occasion demands. 

Under the law, the deputy commissioner becomes the 
*^ acting commissioner," when sent out by the commissioner 
in the performance of duty, or in the absence of the com- 
missioner from the capital; and his acts and decisions (un- 
less reversed by the commissioner) are binding and of legal 
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force. At times, there is a necessity of his presence with 
me, when out upon the lines of road, in cases of inspection, 
or the examination and hearing of complaints, — as he i& 
under the law both deputy and secretary. At other times it 
becomes necessary for me to detail him for work in one 
part of the state, when I must be engaged in another section. 
At such times and also during the months when the report 
is in course of preparation, there is need of extra clerical 
service in the office, of a person who can be used, by myself 
and the deputy and secretary, as a stenographer and a sta- 
tistical clerk. There is no provision of law for the employ- 
ment of such person. It is an essentialy and provision 
should be made for the employment of such a person under 
the direction of the commissioner, at such times as he may 
require. Thus equipped, this department will be amply 
prepared, to enter upon and perform any and all duties, 
that may come before it for action, promptly, and well. 

With the experience of two years, and with the valuable 
aid of the deputy and secretary, James H. Foster, whom I 
have re-appointed, and whose long and ripe experience in 
this department has fitted him for great usefulness to me 
and to the state, — I enter upon the discharge of my duties 
for my second term, with a hope and a courage to which 
I was a stranger two years ago, — hoping and trusting 
that when I shall turn over the office to my successor, that 
it will be with the consciousness that the duties of my stew- 
ardship have been worthily and profitably performed.

EXPRESS COMPANIES. 

What express companies run on your road, and on what terms and what conditions as to- 
rates, use of track, machinery, repairs of cars, etc.? What kind of business is done by 
them and do you take their freights at the depot, or at the office of such express com- 
panies? The Northern Pacific Express Company runs over all lines operated by this com- 
pany, and pays once and one-half first class rates, except in a few instances, they do a 
general express business and in all cases goods are deliTcred at stations.
